WaakiagUm, July 13—In 
present­ 
ing their applications* for freight rate 
increases the T&ilroads contended be­ 
fore the Interstate Cotpmerce 
Com­ 
mission 
that 
$1,107,000,000 
was 
netessary to advance their income to 
the six per cent basis permitted by 
the new transportation act. 
Ship­ 
pers and state commissions generally 
agreed that some advances 
were 
necessary, but they opposed both the 
total and the method of application. 
Passenger rates, the carriers pro­ 
posed, yfould be left unchanged and 
their program of advances, applicable 
throughout the country, did not take 
into account any wage Increases made 
by the railroad labor board. 
The advance! as proposed were: 
Eastern roads, 30.4 per cent, to 
yield an advance in all revenues of 
21.1 per cent, or $644,000,000. 
Western roads, 23.9 per cent to ad­ 
vance all revenues seventeen per 
cent, or $352,893,000. 
Southern roads, 30.6 per cent to
